Ballylin Rodney’s untimely death in December, 1928, prevented 
his picture appearing on the cover page of the Breeders Gazette the 
following month as the greatest living Shorthorn sire. Ballylin Rod- 
ney was a bull of great individuality. He had a strong masculine head 
and neck. He was short of leg, remarkably straight in his lines, 
blocky and of the thick-fleshed, early-maturing type. In the fall and 
winter he grew a beautiful coat of dark red color, which was not only 
pleasing to the eye but indicative of his splendid quality. To his get 
Ballylin Rodney conveyed great character, quality and uniformity. In 
1928 they won, among their many honors sixteen first prizes in the get 
of sire classes, and they duplicated their record of 1928 in 1929, with 
but two exceptions. Ballylin Rodney was truly a remarkable bull and 
has set in motion an improvement in Shorthorns that is most impres- 
sive. The influence of his sons and daughters will make Shorthorn 
History for future generations.

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The Present Herd Sires 


KING OF THE FAIRIES 1359689 


King of the Fairies, a bull of great character and splendid type, was 
bred in England by the Prince of Wales, and imported to Canada _ to 
head the Prince’s herd there. In 1925 this bull was International Grand 
Champion and Champion of Canada. While King of the Fairies is white, 
his ancestry for four or five generations have been, with one exception, 
red or dark roan. This explains why the greatest majority of his calves 
are dark in color. 


With calves of King of the Fairies that we have shown we won two 
firsts, two seconds and senior and grand champion female at Iowa in 
1929. Three of his calves showing at the International in 1929 won first 
in their respective classes, including senior yearling heifer, junior year- 
ling heifer, and senior heifer calf. In 1928 International two of his 
calves shown won first prize junior yearling heifer, and first prize senior 
heifer calf. Two of his daughters were in our undefeated yearling herd 
of 1928. King of the Fairies is as active as a yearling and is a sure 
breeder, and the performance of his calves concedes him to be one of the 
greatest breeding bulls of his time. 


ROAN VILLAGER 1304097 


Roan Villager began his show career as a yearling in 1925, when he 
consistently won first and junior champion at all the leading shows, con- 
tinuing his winning habit as a two-year-old and aged bull down to the 
last show season of. 1929. On the 1928 Canadian and American Show 
Circuit he won his class every time, being made Grand Champion Bull 
in all but two shows. The two bulls that defeated him for these two 
championships were in turn defeated by him at least four times each. 
He is of the Fancy of Ardmore family, which has produced as many 
good cattle as any family of Shorthorns. 


Due to the fact that Roan Villager has made such an extensive show 
campaign we have not been able to use him as much in our breeding 
operations as we we should have. However, one of his calves sold in our 
1928 sale to the Helfred Farm for $925, and in our 1929 sale another 
of his calves sold for $610, and the general average of his calves sold in 
1929, both in our auction sale and privately, was $405. With the right 
opportunity he is one of the really great breeding bulls of the breed.

Masquerade was imported from Scotland in 1928, and selected by 
us, as the best herd sire prospect that had been imported for many 
years, to use on our Ballylin Rodney, King of the Fairies and Roan Vil- 
lager heifers. His first crop of calves have more than met our expecta- 
tions, and visiting breeders at our farm have been highly impressed with 
the quality of his get. His sire, Match Him, is a brother to Captivator, 
Macebearer and Economist, all noted stock bulls of Scotland, and Mas 
querade himself is a full brother to the famous Benefactor. There is no 
better breeding in the herd books of Scotland and American Shorthorn 
breeders are fortunate to have the opportunity of the blending of these 
great bloodlines that have made Scotch Shorthorn history, through a bull 
of his impressive individuality.
